BATTALION HAS 
DONE THUS FAR 



The Remarkable Record of Last 
Year's C.O.T.C. 



TWO HUNDRED OFFICERS 



,And Four Hundred and Fifty 
N.C.O.'s and Mon Now on 
Active Service. 



In such times as those, when each 
day brings to us the names of McGill 
men who have cither fallen in battle 
or received decorations tor gallant 
conduct in the field, does It not occur 
to the average student that the ma- 
jority of these men have passed 
through the ranks of the McGill CO. 
T.C.? 

We read continually of the great 
work which has been done and is be- 
ing done by the Officer Training 
Corps in the universities and schools 
of the old land, and when wc compare 
the number of officers which these 
universities have put into the field, 
wc arc proud to say that the McGill 
C.O.T.C. has a record which com- 
pares very favorably with those of the 
above universities. 

At the beginning of the present war 
Major A. C. Geddcs formed the McGill 
Provisional Battalion. Later on in 
the session this was merged with the 
McGill C.O.T.C, and by orders from 
the Militia Council, the two were 
known as the McGill Contingent Can- 
adian Officers' Training Corps, with 
an authorization of a thousand offi- 
cers and men. 

Thus the McGill C.O.T.C. resembles 
the O.T.C.'s of the BritlsU universi- 
ties, which before the war were in a 
state or quiescence, but immediately 
upon the outbreak of hostilities en- 
larged their organizations and began 
turning out a large number of officers 
for the army. As an example of this, 
wc read of how at London University, 
when war broke out, the O.T.C. or- 
ganized ilaclf. under war conditions 
and commenced a system of intensive 
training. By the middle of last sum- 
mer the O.T.C. of London University 
had given over two thousand officers 
to thé British army. This is only one 
instance of (he way in which the Of- 
ficers' Training Corps of the English 
universities have done their share. 

The same thing has happened at 
McGill When war broke out the pres- 
ent C.O.T.C. was formed with a view 
of turning out a large number of offi- 
cers and men in order to suit war 
conditions, and it has succeeded ad- 
mirably, as the following table will 
show. This table is made, up for I he 
C.O.T.C. of 1011-1915, and docs 
apply to the present battaliou;

The above table gives some idea of 
what last year's C.O.T.C. lias done. 
The exodus of men from the C.O.T.C. 
started about tac end of last session, 
when Capt. Grcgor Barclay was form- 
ing the first university company. 
Since that time there has been a 
steady flow of C.O.T.C. men to en- 
list. It is safe to say that cvei/ En- 
glish-speaking o.ittalion which has 
gone overseas from Montreal his tak- 
en its quota or C O.T.C. officers and 
men. The perkrllc loss of otibere 
has frequently necessitated the reor- 
ganization of tin CO. "i.C. The dild- 
cst blow of all in the matter of on- 
cers came about a mouth ago, when 
Licut.-Col. A. A. Magco left to raise 
the 14Sth Battalioa, arid took 1 large 
number of officer's w?lh him. .Al- 
though the dropping out of so many 
officers at different times has causcil 
Inconvenience, it has in no manner af- 
fected the efficiency of the battalion. 
The C.O.T.C. can stand such losses, 
and -will continue to keep un the work 
which has made a name for it in the 
past. The C.O.T.C. wishes to lose 
men by enlistment, and already there 
is a steady stream of members leaving 
the battalion to join overseas regi- 
ments, and it is likely tliat before the 
present session is over the C.O.T.C. 
of 15-'16 will have made a record 
which will equal that of the first Mc- 
Gill. Battalion.

GALLANTRY AT THE FRONT 



What Other McGill Grads. and 
Students Are Doing; for 
Their Country. 



Lieut. Georgo Eric (Buster) Reid, 
Arts* '15, is among the officeis of the 
First Canadian Division who are men- 
tioned in Sir John French's despatch, 
for gallant and distinguished services 
at the front. Lieut. Held is attached 
to the Third Battalion of rnfnntry, to 
which he was transferred from the 
23rd Battalion, "Wcstmount Rifles, " 
shortly after he went overseas with 
the latter unit last spring. Lieut. 
Reid, who is known lo many through 
his connection with the champion Mc- 
Gill senior intercollegiate football 
team, on which he played right scrim, 
mage. 

"Buster" enlisted in the 23rd Bat- 
talion late in the fall of 1911 as a 
private. He rapidly rose through the 
grades of sergeant, qiiartcrmuslcr- 
scrgcant, until he reached the rank of 
lieutenant just before the unit sailed 
from Quebec. After a brief period of 
training in England, Lieut. Reid was 
dratled into tho 3rd Battalion, then 
in need of reinforcements, and has 
since been attached to that unit. Early 
this summer he was wounded, and af- 
ter recuperation returned to the front, 
where ho was again wounded in Oc- 
tober. He is now in hospital in Lon- 
don, and is likely to lose three fingcra 
because of his injuries. Returned of- 
ficers and soldiers speak in the high- 
est terms of Lieut. Rcid's conduct at 
the front, and his "mention" would 
seem to be well merited.

Two important experiments, having to do with the welfare of 
engineering students, have been recently introduced at the Uni- 
versity of Cincinnati. They are being watched with interest by 
educationists throughout the country. ■ - 

Dean Herman Schneider, of the College of Engineering, an- 
nounces that two important experiments are being tried with the 
engineering students. In his annual report to the president he 
'says that, beginning this year, the senior co-operative students 
are made "co-ordinators" for freshmen. Each senior meets a 
group of three or four freshmen every Thursday afternoon at four 
o'clock. The seniors are experienced in solving problems which 
the freshmen encounter in the shops. In many cases the seniors 
have in their classes those freshmen who are under their direction 
in the outside work. The first part of the hour is used by the 
seniors in asking the freshmen all sorts of questions about their 
work, so as to check their observation of technical details and 
teach them how to analyze the principles of processes. In the 
second half of the period the freshmen ask the seniors concerning 
field and shop matters which are not clear to them. So far the 
plan, it is said, has worked admirably, and is pleasurable as well 
as instructive. 

A second method of uniting theory and practice is this : The 
attempt is made to give students the opportunities for gaining 
liberal culture in order to neutralize the narrowing effects of tech- 
nical training. It has long been a problem with directors of 
technical schools to make students see the advantages of know- 
ledge and appreciation of things outside their own special field. 
The difficulties of instruction in the various fields of engineering 
have been mastered but, as Dean Schneider notes, the engineering 
training has not yet been successful in making students able "to 
meet social requirements easily and to furnish them with suffi- 
cient knowledge of humanity's best achievements to enable them 
to meet others with ease, pleasure and mutual benefit." 

To solve this problem several innovations have been made. 
One is to urge and expect students to become familiar with the 
activities in the various fine arts which are available in that city. 
The Art Museum, the Art School, the Symphony Orchestra, mu- 
sical and dramatic associations and architectural developments 
illustrate what is meant. A library is being fitted up, designed 
especially for students to use in their leisure moments. The 
magazines furnished are non-technical, and the books cover a wide 
field of literature. 

Another part of the plan relates to class work. Prof. Park, 
of the English department, is giving a course which aims to train 
students to present material clearly, convincingly and concisely, 
and without an attempt at oratorical effect. The subject-matter 
selected has to do with news both in and outside of the engineering 
field, and students will be required to come in contact with the 
interests mentioned above. For example, visits to the library of 
Prof. J. M. Burnam, of the Latin department, were arranged. 
After listening to Prof. Burnam's description of his researches 
and examining his manuscripts the students are called upon to 
develop this interview into a talk before their classmates and the 
members of other classes. Similar visits are being arranged to 
the Art Museum. In addition the students will be required to 
take up reading in connection with the visits. 

The idea underlying this project is that the engineer must 
combine ideas and action, and must, in order to meet people of all 
classes successfully, have a knowledge and appreciation of the 
interests which are common to people who are "educated." The 
art of expressing oneself freely, which is one of the objects of 
this course, is necessary for the engineer, since modern engineer- 
ing requires him to appear before commissions, boards, and public 
bodies to present his material in non-technical form and in a lim- 
ited time. But in addition to the practical advantage of the 
training, the aim is to give a liberal background to a specialized 
field which is ordinarily pursued in a narrow and technical fashion. 
It would be interesting to see how the adoption of such a. scheme 
at McGill would be received, and with what success it would meet.

Editorial Notes 



The Freshmen and Sophomores who saw fit to break into 
University property and convert the Molson House into a bear- 
: garden, on the occasion of the Sports' Day proceedings in October 
last, arc now paying the price of their rash amusement. They 
have only themselves to blame for the assessment which the Com- 
mittee on Morals and Discipline has quite fairly imposed upon 
them to cover the cost of the damage done, for it is inconceivable 
that such conduct should pass unnoticed by the authorities. 



When Dr. George E. Armstrong ad- 
dressed the St. James Literary Society 
at Its last meeting, he described the 
important part that modern surgery 
was playing in warfare. He exprens. 
ed the view that war would be preva- 
lent tor many centuries to come, but 
much of its horror would be elimin- 
ated by modernized methods in 
surgery. 

Although with modern warfare 
many new problems had arisen, the 
need had been amply met. He quoted 
a few figures to show what improved 
surgical science had done for the 
army and the navy. One hundred and 
fifty years ago from 20 to 50 per cent 
of the wounded died. Today the aver- 
age was only 5 per cent., although 
many men were now picked up who 
formerly would have been left to die. 

He showed the horrors of the Crim- 
ean campaign, due to neglect, the un- 
willingness of surgeons to use the 
newly-discovered chloroform, and the 
fact that the hypodermic needle had 
not been discovered. 

The first great advance in the caro 
of wounded in war had been made In 
the American Civil War, with the in- 
troduction' of a modern ambulance 
system and a much improved system 
of treating sick and wounded in field 
hospitals. A still further advance 
was marked in the Franco-Prussian 
War, and again in the Boer War. 

Much had been learned from the 
Japanese in the Russo-Japanese War, 
when officials had giveu far greater 
authority to the surgical staffs, with 
splendid results, especially In the re- 
duction of enteric, the cui bc of armies 
before that time, which the Japaneso 
cut down to o 1-3 pci cent., an uupar- 
alleled record. Tiie results of this 
was that It had -been learned that 
•pecial training wae needed for medl 
cal and surgical work in the field, as 
well .as for the actlvo combatants. 

Dr. Armstrong added: 

"There is another vitally important 
feature of this advanced and humani- 
tarian system of treatment of sick and 
wounded. Our science has not only 
reduced the death rate from wounds 
and sickness enormously, but it has, 
to an equal extent, raised the morale 
of tho army and navy. It. has given 
the men a new zeal, hope and courage 
which has undoubtedly increased their 
fighting valor. 

"The future is full of hope. Already 
tho aeroplane ambulance has come. 
Sanitary science and preventive medl. 
cine are always increasing in effi- 
ciency, and the troops know they will 
be given tho best that science can af- 
ford. The day of universal peace may 
be an idlo dream, impossible until 
some nation is able to conquer and 
disarm all other nations, and keep 
them disarmed, making universal 
peace subject lo universal tyranny. 
But the Improvement of science will 
rob the war of Its worst horrors, and 
the war spirit will always be removed 
from the Army Medical Corps, who 
minister to friend or foe alike, their 
only password being the need of the 
sufferer."

"Tho grippe is one of the most 
subtle forms or epidemic disease that 
we have to combat. Fortunately most 
of the cases arc mild, and, aside from 
giving riso to temporary discomfort, 
leave tho individual none the worse 
for his experience. The disease, how- 
ever, is dangerous, because In some 
cases it undermines the health with 
but a mild primary attack. It Is vcr7 
contagious and is spread with the ut- 
most speed throughout whole corn- 
unities. For tho most part, although 
it is disseminated by direct contact, 
records of past epidemics show that it 
may bo even carried by letters and 
books. 

"Perhaps the most prevalent form 
of the grippe is the respiratory type, 
giving rise to the characteristic head 
cold and sore throat, accompanied by 
sneezing and coughing. This form 
may be followed by pneumonia, or by 
an infection uf the middle of the ear 
or of the sinuses of the head. Types 
not always recognized by the laity as 
forms of grippe are the gastro-intes- 
tinal, the nervous and the febrile. 

"Wo arc not concerned, however- 
with the types of the disease nor the 
symptoms, but rather with the means 
of prevention. The most common ave- 
uuo of dissemination is through tho 
Infected sputum, as in tuberculosis 
and diphtheria. Therefore we must 
develop the habit of covering the 
mouth and nose in tho act of coughing 
and sueezlng. A good hard sneeze in 
a quiet atmosphere will send a fine 
spray of infected sputum Tor a dis- 
tance of over twenty feet. 

" This shuws with what case one 
grippe victim may pass on his afflic- 
tion thoughtlessly to every suscepUblo 
persons who happen to be In the 
room with him. It also explains why 
in a great city like Montreal, with its 
crowded cran, theatres and stores, epi- 
demics arc so easily started and inako 
such rapid headway. 

" Since tho secretion from the nose 
and throat is directly responsible for 
the spread of the grippe, we must not 
only catch the sneeze or cough in a 
handkerchief, but wc must protect 
ourselves from constant reinfection 
from a soiled handkerchief- If a 
handkerchief is used during head colds 
It should be changed frequently. The 
handkerchief, under any circum- 
stances, should not bo used more than 
one day without laundering. A soiled 
handkerchief contaminates the pocket, 
the hands, the nose and the mouth. It 
would be amusing- were it not so séri- 
ions a matter, lo follow the dally 
career of the ordinary handkerchief, 
especially the feminine kerchief, as It 
finds its ways from dirty hands (surg- 
ically speaking) into muffs, sleeves, 
belts, books, onton desks, counters, 
floors of curs, stores, theatres, nnd-

with a degree of frequency and regu- 
larity, tu the nose, eyes and mouth. 
The masculine type is more constant- 
ly stored in the pocket, and often suf- 
fers from infrequent laundering. It is 
unfair lo expect a handkerchief to do 
efficient work for more than the law- 
ful eight-hour day, without rest and 
batb. I have often seen people use 
handkerchiefs that more closely re- 
sembled dusters or floor cloths. If 
the handkerchief is changed frequent- 
ly, one of tho most dangerous means 
of infection is done away with. Dur- 
ing a cold the best plan is to use 
squares of cheap gauze, and when 
these havo been used once or twice, 
place thetn in an envelope to be 
burned at your earliest opportunity. 

"A second precaution Is the wash- 
ing of the hands frequently. Never 
cat without first cleansing the hands. 
The bauds and face should be washed 
thoroughly before one retires. The 
entrance to the nose, if examined at 
the close of the day. will often be seen 
covered with a fine dust- This dust 
may carry infection, and It is wise to 
wash it away before retiring- Never 
use a nasal douche unless under the 
direction aud supervision of a physi- 
cian. 

"It is hardly necessary lo mention 
the dangers of using public towels an% 
drinking cups. Restaurants should be 
sought where the dishes arc sterilized 
in the process of washing. 

"Sleep is one of the lies! protectors 
against the contagious aud infectious 
diseases. During tho present epidemic 
of colds, students should make every 
effort to get a full quota Of sleep. II 
Is much wiser to cut out late hours 
than to run the risk of suffering from 
a degree of fatigue which tends lo 
lower one's resistance of these dis- 
eases. 

"The body manufactures energy from 

food. Hence a simple, nutritious diet 
Is quite essential- Not only is the 
quality oT Ihe food Important, bill reg- 
ularity in eating Is considered by some 
authorities as of even more import- 
ance than the variety of food. 

"Fresh air, systematic exercise and 
a cold splash or shower with a vigor- 
ous rub-down are the next prophylac- 
tic agents. Remember that fresh air 
is just as important in your room as 
out of doors. Keep your windows 
open, especially at night. Keep the 
body warm and the feet dry. 

"If you unfortunately develop symp- 
toms of the grippe, be sensible anil 
put your full time on the treatment of 
the disease rather 1ban try to save 
time by alternately working and 
sneezing. The best treatment Is lo go 
to bed and stay there until the infec- 
tion is conquered. The sequel may be 
serious; therefore one cannot afford 
to treat the condition lightly. Drugs 
arc not so Important a? bodily rest 
and warnuh. No drug should l>e 'akeu 
unless prescribed for a definite pur- 
pose by a physician. L pon tho ap- 
pearance of the first symptoms of the 
grippe, put yourself under treatment, 
It is much wiser to lose a few hours 
with a transient illness Hum in drag 
along for days riuin? inenecient work- 
and in the end possibly suffering from 
some grave condition as a result of 
self neglect. 

"The above suggestions are' made 
because I appreciate the strenuous- 
ness of the coming weeks lu prépar- 
ation for the mld-ycars. and 1 feel 
that If the students will use good 
judgment in keeping themselves In 
physical form, the country- wide cpl- 
j demie will not interfere materially 
I with their work aud their pleasure."

"Worth halt u dozcu Victoria Crosi- 
es I" Such was the remark of an old 
quartermaster-sergeant of the Cold- 
stream Guards, discussing the moral 
and physical courage between the 
earning of a Forlorn Hope Medal and 
a Victoria Cross. 

The Uik lor a while had been about 
a veteran who tan volunteered and 
participated us a member of the For* 
lorn Hope of both Cuidad Rodrigo and 
Uudajoz in Spain during 1812. 

A portrait of the medal had becu 
handed the Q.M.S., who. gazing at it a 
while, said: "Do you know, sir, this

Cold 
and wet through, 1 tell you, boy, U 
takes a real man to volunteer for al- 
most certain dcatu under such cir- 
cumstances. Uut the holder of tbis 
medal did it tw ice and came through." 

Gen. Sir William Napier, in his 
"Battles of the Peninsular War," 
writes: "But no age. no nation, ever 
scut forth braver troops to battle than 
those which stormed Badajoz." Sir 
John Kincaid, of the 05th Rifles (tho 
first rifle battalion of the Druisn 
army, and now Uic 1st battalion Htle 
Brigade V, writer n fata "Adventures in 
the rtUie Brigade." tr.cnt the Fo.v.rn 
Hope: "About eight o'clock in the 
evening our division was formed f. r 
the assiutt (Cuidftd Rodrigo) bebtad 
a conv-Mi n<ur the 'eft breach in tho 
following order, viz.: 

"1st— Four companies of our bat- 
talion under Col. Cameron, to line the 
crest of the glacis and fire upon the 
ramparts. 

"2nd — Some companies of Portu- 
guese carrying bags filled with hay 
and straw for throwing into the ditch 
to facilitate the passage of the storm- 
ing party. 

"3rd— The Forlorn Hope, consisting 
of an officer and twenty-five volun- 
teers (Forlorn Hope means 'Lost regi- 
ment,' the French equivalent being 
'Lost children.' Iu tho French army, 
the survivors of a Forlorn Hope be- 
come automatically recipients of the 
Legion of Honor.') 

"4th — The storming parly, consist- 
ing of three officers and one hundred 
volunteers from each regiment. 

"5tb —The main body of tho army." 

The duties of the Forlorn Hope was 
to carry and fix the ladders down the 
trench, up the trench to the breach (a 
hole in the walls made by cannon), 
and to lead the storming party. The 
ramparts were lined with sharpshoot- 
ers, every porthole, embrasure, and 
breach had its complement of rifles. 
Stones, wooden timbers, boiling oil 
and water WOM at hand to pour on 
tho heads of the storraers as they 
ascended the ladders, and the Forlorn 
Hope took the brunt of these atten- 
tions? It Is small wonder that the 
men who came through these Infernos 
were venerated by their comrades. 

The Forlorn Hope medal Is a round 
silver medal, very like all war medals, 
yet unlike. The ordinary war medal 
is cast from the one die by the tbou- 



gen blow-pipe, which he always car- 
ried in his vest pocket. I sat down 
on an inverted bucket of whitewash 
(that is, it inverted itself when I sat 
on it, which is the same thing), and 
listened intently. 

"At three o'clock this afternoon," 
said Sprague, pulling out his wrist- 
watch, "a murder will be commiltcd 
in the room immediately above us.

I expect it by five o'clock 
and immediately on its arrival I shall 
bo able, with tolerably accuracy, to 
discover the murderer. I have Bar- 
ney posted on the gallery above.

Perhaps 650 Victoria Crosses have 
been awarded to men of all ranks and 
origins. Some families have more 
than one. Thus the notable Goughs 
(distinguished also in the present 
great wan have as many as three! 
Admiral Sir George Sartorious won 
the V.C; so did both his sons. Gen- 
erals Reginald and Eustaco Sartorius. 
Now and then, in some mysterious 
way, a Victoria Cross comes up for 
sale at Christie's and Sotheby's sales- 
rooms. It is, of course, a prize, eag- 
erly competed for by rich collectors — 
the pathetic symbol of uttermost sac- 
rifice for King and counlry. On ono 
occasiou. the original owner made a 
dramatic entry in the middle or the 
sale, and in broken tones begged that 
it might not proceed. 

Process of Manufacture. 

Now, what happens when the long 
chain of recommendations is com- 
plete and the new award decided on? 
An order is flashed from tbe War Of- 
fice to Messrs. Hancocks: "One Vic- 
toria Cross— same as before." and the 
next day the Chinese bronze Is deliv- 
ered. At the same time it is worm 
noting that no two crosses arc pre- 
cisely alike— though in what respects 
they differ Is a closely guarded secret. 
Tbc first process or manufacture Is lo 
obtain a rough cast by melting the 
metal at a temperature of 2,000 de- 
grees Fahrenheit, and pouring II into 
a mould. This mould has already 
laken the original impress in sand— a 
design of which is said to he the work 
of the Prince Consort himself, who 
entered into Queen Victoria's idea 
with characteristic zeal. After this 
process, rough marks or the mould 
are removed from the cross, and the 
main features brightened and brought 
out. by cunning artificers, such as wc 
look fur in London s famous Street, ol 
Jewels. 

Now is the chaser's turn. He places 
the modest emblem over a globe of 
pitch, and with hammer and ddlcate 
chisel tools up the relief until every 
detail becomes vivid and clear. At 
this stage the cross abruptly leaves 
Bond street for Whitehall. Nothing 
further may be done till the War Of-!

Several British and French ships were 
aunk, and toward the end of the year 
the Allies virtually abandoned the of- 
fensive. In December Great Britain 
withdrew 100,000 of her troops for 
service in other fields. 

Tho greatest of the early laud cam- 
paigns of 1015 was the Kussian sweep

I resulting in the taking of much terri- 
tory aud the capture of the important 
cities of Przemysl and Lc.mberg. 

Later Germany went to Austria's 
aid and their combined forces wrested 
back from the Czar the captured Aus- 
trian territory. Przemysl and Lcm- 
buiT were re-taken, Warsaw fell, and 
the Germanic allies pushed their lines 
far across the Riisrian border. They 
failed, however, in repealed attempts 
to lake Higa. and the coming of win- 
ter brought almost c omplete cessation 
of tho German offensive in the Czar's 
dominions. 
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Zeppelins Haiti Lntrland. 

Early in the year Zeppelins flewr 
over and dropped bombs on several 
English towns. These expeditions 
were repented through the year, somo 
of them reaching London. Except per- 
haps as they were designed to fright- 
en the English people, they were 
spectacular rather than effective. 

In the spring of the year Germany 
also Instituted her submarine block- 
ade ot the "war zone'' around the 
British Isles. The most dreadful re- 
suit of it was the sinking of the Lusi- 
tanla, but by reason of Great Hriiain's 
activity in sinking or capturing Ger- 
many's submarines (lie blockade was 
not notably effective. 

In the western theatre of the war 
the greatest fighting came in October 
with tbc French unci British drive 
against the Germans. Many miles of 
German trenches aud numerous posi- 
tions of strategic- importance were 
taken. The losses on both sides were 
tremendous. 

Teutons Attack Serbia. 

Later in tbc year came the German I 
sweep through little Serbia, w here the 
devastation equalled if it did not. stir- I 
pass that in Belgium the year before. 
The remnant, of the Serb unity was 

virtually w ipcd oui. 

Italy came into the war in May. ber 
first offensive move:-, being against 
Austrja in the Alp? and along the 
Isunzo. she «as moie successful in 
the lurmer campaign than in the lat- 
ter, where the Au; Il rians developed a 
most sIiiMhh ci cic fc n:-i\c. 

Bulgaria joined ihc Germanic allies 
lale in the year. Ile i troops gave 
powerful assistance in the campaign 
against Serbia Greece repudiated 
her treaty with Serbia and maintained 
an armed neutrality dining most of 
the year. 

Itoumania. concerned In much, of 
the diplomacy 1 that operated In the
